Nicaragua finds wreckage of plane

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American fighters swoop over 
Beirut for the third time 

Clashes continue 
in Lebanese hi 


BEIRUT (R) — Tlghtnag intensified in the 
hills near Beirut Saturday while American 
F-14 jet fighters swooped over for the third 
time this week as reports reached the capital 
of anew massacre. . 


Two planes Erom*the U.S. au- 
crafl carrier Eiseahower, sta- 
tioned just off Beirut, roared over 
the city in mid-afteniooa on a rec- 
onnaisance missioa to pinpoint 
gun positions, a U.S. Marines spo- 
kesman said. 

He said the mission, the third of 
hs kind since widespread foctional 
fighting broke out last weekend, 
was to report back to the Leb- 
anese army and the four-natioa 
peacekeeping force of U.S., 
French, Italian and British troops 
in Beirut. 

The recoonaisance flight fol- 
lowed numerous renewed artillery 
clashes in the mount^s Saturday 
and reports of a new massacre of 
Christian vUl^rs. 

Official Beirut Radio said at 
least 50 people had died in what it 
called “a bloody incident” in the 
village of A1 Bireh, in the Shouf 
mountains south of the capital. 

Falao^ radio said it hid con- 
firmed dead, inciudmg 1 4 peo- 
ple found slaughtered in the vil- 
lage church whom it named, mas- 
sacred by" Socialists and Syrians”. ' 
It added the death ton could be as 
high as no. 

The radio was clearly blaming 
the Syrian-backed, mahtly Onize 
fighters of the Progressive Soo- 
i^sl Party (PSP), s pteseat %- 
hting the Lebanese army in some 
areas and Falangist milittamen in 
others. 

The PSP issued a statemem 
denying the massacre aOegations. 
It said only that some Falangist 
gunmen had been IdUed in fighting 
in the village and that their bodies 
had been removed by the Red 
Cross. 

A Red Cross spokeswoman in 
Beirut told Reuters the oig- 
anisation had not evacuated any- 
body from Al Bireh. 

llie PSP and the Falangists 
have traded massacre charges thr- 
oughout the recent fighting. The 
PSP say 300 people have been 
murdered in the villages of 
Matta!. Abey and AJ Bounce, 


while the Falangists say up to 36 
Ou^ttens were kfiled five days 
ago in Bmariam. 

As the fighting went on, official 
sources at the Presidential Palace 
outside the capital revealed details 
of a four-point ceasefire plan cur- 
rently being discussed with Syria 
through a Saudi Arabian med- 
iator. Prince Bandar Bin Sultan. 

The sources said the plan env- 
isaged a ceasefire on all fronts 
monitored by foreign observers, 
the deployment of the Lebanese 
army throughout Beirut the mov- 
ing of the army into the Shouf and 
the key mouutain town of Aley 
and talks on national rec- 
onciliation between President 
Amin Gemayel and factional lea- 
ders. 

The sources, briefing refmrteis 
on the understanding that they 
were not named, said %ria was 
making “radical demand^ on the 
plan which were unacceptable to 
the Lebanese government. 

They dedmed to say what these 
demands were, but the ind- 
ependent Beirut newspaper An 
Nahar said Damascus wanted the 
Lebanese anny out of the mou- 
ntains and a new gowounent hea- 
ded .by pro-Syrian fonner Prime 
Minister Rashid Karami. 

Mr. Karami, from the northern 
port of Tripoli, is a member of the 
Syrian-badted opposition "Nat- 
ional Salvation I^m” along with 
Druze chteftain and PSP leader 
Walid Junblatt. 

Prince Bandar Saturday met 
jSyrian Foreign Mimster Abdul 
Halim Khaddam and was exp- 
ected to see Mr. Junblatt in Dam- 
ascus after talks in Cjqmu Friday 
pa the ceasefire plu with Mr.

reported. 

The FLO commander said the 
United States had "implied a dir- 
ect militaxy threaf' gainst forria 
in a statement issued ^ the White 
House on Tuesday.

rut the radio stud: 

“Those who think fora moment 
that they. can deal.with Syria thr?

ssure will harm themselves. 

“By doing that they will open 
the door wide for possibilities 
which will not be in their interest 
nor the interest of stability and 
peace in the Middle East" it said. 

Middle East analysts saw this as 
a possible reterence to Soviet int- 
ervention at a later stage. 

The Soviet Union and ^ria sig- 
ned a friendship and cooperation 
treaty in 1980, under whi^ Mos- 
cow could give Damascus military 
aid If Syria was attacked. 

“The road to peace, stability, 
security and unity in Lebanon 
does not mean drawing this Arab 
country into the sphere of U.S.

S^sch operations Saturifoy, 
well outside Soviet waters, gat- 
hered part of a taflplane, metal 
fitments, paper ci^ and seat 
cushions, all of which appeared to 
be from the plane. 

Japanese Prime Minister Vas- 
nhiro Nakasone also said Sanuday^ 
that President Reagan had tha- 
nked him for supplying recordfaigs 
of the conversation betwee'n Sov- 
iet fi^tter plots and their ground 
control ax the time the airliner was 


shot down.

Hussein, Chun discuss 
bilateral cooperation 


SEOUL (Agencies) — Jordan and 
South Korea Saturday agreed to 
expand bilateral poUtic^ eco- 
nomic and cultural cooperation. 
Reuter news agency quoted a pre- 
sidential spokesman here as say- 
ing. 

The agreement was reached at 
talks between His Majesty King 
Hussein and Korean Piesideni 
Chun Ooo Hwan at the pre- 
sidential palace, he said. 

King Hussein, the first head of 
state of a Middle East country to 
visit South Korea, arrived earlier 
Saturday to a warm welcome by a 
nation grieved by the destruction 
of one of its airliners by Soviet 
fighters last week. 

Tens of thousands of people 
lined the 20-kilometre route from 
‘ the airport waving flags of the two 
countries as King Hussein, acc- 
ompanied by Mr. Chun who met 
him at the airport, drove into the 
ciiy centre. 

South Korea, which imports 
about 70 per cent fo its vital crude 
oil needs from Saudi Arabia. 
Kuwait and other Middle East 
countries, has positively sup- 
ported the Arab position on the 
Middle East question. 

Israel still maintains diplomatic 
ties with Seoul but withdrew its 
embassy here in 197!l in the face 
of growing Arab-South Korean 
links. 

King Hussein, who idready vis- 
ited China, is due to tour Japan, 
the Philippines. Singapore, Mal- 
aysia. Thailand and Oman. 

The King's visit to India, pla- 
nned to take place during his cur- 
rent trip to the Far East, has been 
postponed, according to an Indian 
embassy spokesman in Ainman. 

At their meeting. King Hussein 
spoke about the Paiesiine issue 
and present a detailed briefing to 
PresideDt Chun on IsraeFs mea- 
sures directed against the Arab 
population ’m the occupied ler- 
riiories and its drive to Judaise the 
Arab land and evict its indigenous 
population. 

He also spoke about the tragedy 
of Lebanon and Israefs invasion 
of that country which had brought 
about the current fighting. 

King Hussein explained an 
Arab peace plan formulated by 
the Fez Arab summit but he said 
that Israel was impeding peace 
efforts and refusing to implemeni 
U.N. Security Counci] resolutions, 
for solving the Middle East pro- 
blem. 

In a speech at an official dinner 
banquet given by President Chun 
in honour of King Hussein and 
Queen Noor. the King spoke on a 
number of Middle Eastern and 
international issues. 

Following are excerpts from The 
speech: 

My wife Queen Noor and I have 
been overwhelmed by the warm 
welcome accorded to us and our 
deletion by the South Korean 
president, government and peo- 
ple. Our visit to your country is a 
source of great delight to us. and I 


have to the honour to convey to 
you the feelings of friendship and 
'appreciation from the Jordanian 
people and government. We are ■ 
proud of your friendship and bel- 
ieve that it is based on strong and 
solid foundation of mutual respect 
and sound cooperation for the 
benefit of our two peoples. 

This friendship represents a 
model of true relationship bet- 
ween nations something which we 
are keen to develop and bolster 
because we realise that our joint 
efforts are needed if we are to con- 
front the challenges and work for 
the cause of peace, justice and 
human dignity and the world's 
progress. 

I feel unable to express my deep , 
feeling of shock and grief for the' 
downing of the South Korean air- 
liner while on a commercial flight, 
and we regret the loss of the lives 
of innocent people of various nat- 
ionalities on board. On behalf of 
the Jordanian government and 
people I offer to your excellency, 
to the South Korean people and 
government and to the bereaved 
families, our deep-felt sympathy 
and condolences. 

We also raise our voices in total 
solidarity with the world com- 
munity against any such practices 
which cause similar human tra- 
gedies. 

No doubt you know that our 
Middle East region has been exp- 
osed to tragic events. One of these 
events is that of Lebanon which 
now witnesses fratricidal conflicts 
as foreign nations maintain their 
ueops on its soil. Fore^ inf- 
‘luence is continuously aggravating 
the situation by pouring oil on the 
fire which escaJaies ite fighting 
which threatens the coumiy with 
partition. 

Also there is the Gulf war and 
iis huge losses in men and res- 
ources. Despite the fact that a sol- 
ution to the conflict is something 
simple and feasible, which can be 
achieved through constructive and 
peaceful dialogue, the war goes on 
unabated. 

Id fan. an end-to the Gulf war 
will ensure for Iran and its Arab 
neighbours peace and stability'. 

■fhe root cause of the tegion's 
sufferings and tragedies lies with 
the Israeli occupation of Palestine 
and the continuous sufferings of 
the Palestinian people and the 
loss of their rights in their hom- 
eland.

Greece moves closer to West 
with agreement on U.S. bases 






ATHENS (R) — Greece’s socialist government, 
which differs with the West over a number of world 
issues, has signed an accord on U.S. bases that inv- 
olves closer defence cooperation between Athens and 
Washington. 


A new five-year agreement on 
the four major bases and 20 minor 
installations in Greece was made 
public Friday night. 

The government said the accord 
contained much better terms for 
Greece while the bases remain, 
and ensured that the Americans 
would leave by the end of the dec- 
ade. 

But a discrepancy between the 
official En^ish and Greek ver- 
sions. officially described as “of 
equal validity." created confusion 
over what was agreed on the 
bases' fate. 

Opposition parties were sce- 
ptical of the government's claim to 
have secured the bases' eventual 
removal.

U.S. deplores 
civilian deaths 
in Lebanon 

WASHINGTON IRi —The Uni- 
ted States has condemned “ter- 
rible acts of vengeance" claiming 
civilian lives in the fighting bet- 
ween Druze and Falangist militias 
in Lebanon. 

Reacting with concern to rep- 
orts of massacres by factional gro- 
ups as battles continue in the 
Shouf Mountains east of Beirui. 
the State Depan mem called for an 
immediate ceasefire and respect 
for human life. 

During the recent fighting, spo- 
kesman Alan Romberg told rep- 
oners. “innocent civilian lives are 
needlessly being taken in terrible 
acts of vengeance." 

He said Druze and Christian 
alike had fallen victim and were 
equally threatened. 

“ We condemn the senseless loss 
oflife." Mr. Rombeigsaid.“Iican 
only serve to aggravate the bit- 
terness and hatred that already 
exists." 

He said no good could come of 
indiscriminate killing and called' 
on Lebanon to “turn anew page in 
its tragic history so that peace and 
human decency can prevail." 

The United States is hoping the 
Lebanese army will be able to res- 
tore peace in the areas of conflict, 
recently vacated'by Israeli forces 
when they pulled back to new lines 
at the Awali River, and eventually 
over the whole ajuntiy. 

Mr. Romberg said that since last 
January some $2i.i0 million worth 
of U.S. military equipment, out of 
a promised $4UU million worth, 
had been sent to Lebanon to help 
rebuild the army. 

The equipment included tanks, 
armoured personnel carriers, 
howitzers, machine guns. 


ocracy Party praised the gov- 
ernment for abandoning its ami- 
bases stand. The communists acc- 
used the socialists of betraying 
their promise to remove the bases 
and called for a referendum. 

What the agreement did make 
clear was a commitment by the 
United States to cooperate with 
Greece in the research, repair and 
production of arms, to promote a 
two-way arms trade and to study 
joint ventures for exporting wea- 
pons to third countries. 

Foreign undersecretary Yannis 
Kapsis. who led the Greek side in 
nine months of tense talks and sig- 
ned the agreement on Thursday, 
said the ultimate aim was for the 
arms trade between the two cou- 
ntries to balance out. 


The English text of ihe agr- 
eement says it “ is terminable after 
five years upon written notice by 
either party." while the Greek 
says literally that it“is terminated 
after five yeais with written notice 
from each side." 

In a heated exchange with jou- 
rnalists, Mr. Kapsis Insisted that 
the bases’ withdrawal was now 
certain. He said that in any case 
the socialists would still be in 
power in 191^>^. ensuring that the 
17-month withdrawal process 
would Stan the next year. 

New Democracy leader Eva- 
ngelos Averof said “the main 
thing is that the bases are staying" 
and called on the government to 
conform to the Western line over 
other issues. like Poland, nuclear 
arms and the South Korean air- 
liner incident. 

The Commuoisi Party issued a 
detailed condemnation of the acc- 
ord, saying it was a betrayal of the 
government's mandate and left 
untouched most of 10^^ secret pro- 


tocols that govern the bases. 

Political commentators saw the 
accord as a new indication that as 
Greece moves closer to the East in 
rhetoric it is moving closer to the 
West on substantial issues. 

The government has refused to 
condemn the Soviet Union over 
martial law in Poland or the dow- 
ned Korean airliner, strongly 
opposed the deployment of new 
U.S. missiles in Western Europe, 
and praised Warsaw Pact peace 
initiatives. 

But it recently announced its 
participation in two major NATO 
exercises and has settled the bulk 
of its economic differences whh- 
the European Community. 

Diplomats and commentators 
expect Prime Minister Andreas 
Papandreou to continue making 
periodic pro-Soviet gestures to 
counterbalance the fact that Gre- 
ece is moving Westwards in pra- 
ctice and to blunt opposition fom 
the Communist Party and left- 
wingers in his own party. 


Chad criticises passive French role 


N'DJAMENA (R) -- The Cha- 
dian government, voicing mou- 
nting anger at France's military 
strategy, has warned of an imm- 
inent attack by rebels and Libyan 
forces. 

While Inlbrmarion Minister 
Mahamat Soumaila said Friday an 
enemy column was poised to drive 
southwards to Koro-Toro. the off- 
icial media stepped up their cri- 
ticism of the use being made of the 
French expeditionarv force in 
Chad. 

"Once again ... they prefer to 
practise the policy of the ostrich." 
the Chad news agency com- 
mented. accusing France of see- 
king to avoid direct clashes with 
Libyan forces supporting the reb- 
els. 

The 2.SUU men. eight combat 
aircraft and 15 helicopter gun- 
ships sent by France to help Pre- 
sident Hissene Habre are def- 
ending a line along the 15th par- 
allel which the rebels have not 
tried ip. pierce. 

But Chad wants the French to 


join an offensive to recapture the 
rebel-held North, which Paris de- 
arly feels would worsen the crisis 
and damage any prospects of a 
negotiated settlement. 

Simmering disagreement over 
the French role hardened this 
week after the media complained 
that France gave no help in rep- 
ulsing what the government said 
were air-support^ enemy attacks 
at Oum Chalouba in the nor- 
theast. 

Official anger here was fuelled 
when French Prime Minister Pie- 
rre Mauroy played down the scale 
of one attack, echoing Western 
diplomatic sources in f^djamena 
who implied the government was 
exaggerating. 

Friday Information Minister 
Soumaila said a Libyan-backed 
column was about to launch an 
attack on govemmeat positions at 
Koro-Toio. a small oui|Mst in the 
desert about 6U0 kilometres 
North of the capital. 

Mr. Soumaila said he did not 
believe relations with France were 


deteriorating, but the 
government-owned news agency 
alleged that a Franco-Libyan plot 
to partition Chad was being hat- 
ched. 

‘liiousaads of people in Chad, 
many suffering fiom diseases such 
as leprosy, tuberculosis and men- 
ingitis, have been made homeless 
by the fighting in Chad, a team of 
French medic^ experts have said. 

A statement issued by the 
group. “ Medecins Sans Fro- 
ntiers”. said more Than 2.UU0 
people had fled their villages aro- 
und Moussoro and Mao in the 
western region of the country. 

The group, which has sent 36 
doctors and nurses to Chad, also 
said several thousand nomads 
were marooned in the central pre- 
fectures of Kanem,Batha and Bil- 
tine. 

It said- the nomads had been 
heading towards. Faya La^au. a 
northern oasis, occupied by 
Libyan-backed Chadian rebek 
fighting to overthrow the gov- 
ernment of Habre. 


Moscow aUeges U.S., French forces 
in Beirut fired at ‘peaceful viUages’ 


MOSCOW iR) — The Soviet 
news agency TASS has accused 
L^.S. and French forces of firing on 
peaceful villages in the mountains 
around Beirut. 

In a report from the Lebanese 
capital, the agency said American 
and French contingents flom the 
international peacekeeping force 
were “ dealing blow after blow’’ to 
civilians in the mountain set- 
tlements. 

It added that the U.S. navy and 
its artillery near Beirui Airport 
had carried out “barbarous she- 


lling" of some villages. 

I^y had “unleashed a hur- 
ricane of fire" on the towns of 
Shouf and Aley’', the Soviet Te- 
tley said. 

The TASS report appeared to 
refer to return fire from U.S. and 
French forces after their positions 
came under attack earlier in the 
week. 


NICOSIA (R) — France Friday 
brought out 10 dead.and 24 wou- 


nded members of its peacekeeping 
force from Lebanon, a French 
embassy spokesman said. 

The spokesman said 12 of the 
wounded were in serious con- 
dition. 

Witnesses also reported three 
Hercules C-1 30 transport aircraft , 
and a number of American troops 
at Lamaca Airport in southern 
Cyprus. 

But U.S. embassy sources said 
they had no information on any 
unusual activity beyond normal 
rotation of personnel in Lebanon.

U.S. seeks 
Kuwaiti nod

KUWAIT (Rl — The United Sta- 
tes asked Kuwait Saturday to sup- 
port a U.N. Security Council res- 
olution deploring the shooting 
-dewir of a South Korean airliner 
by Soviet fighters. 

The U.S. charge d'affaires in 
Kuwait, Philip Griffin, made the 
request during a meeting with 
Kuwait's forei^ affairs under- 
secretary. Rashid-AI Rashid. 

Mr. Griffin told reponers after 
the meeting. “I have officially 
asked Kuwait to support measures 
to be adopted by the Security 
Council ^nsi the Soviet Union 
for shooting down the South Kor- 
ean aircraft." 

Meanwhile. Kuwait's Foreign 
Mioisier Sheikh Sabah Al- Ahmad 
Ai-Sabah discussed the loss of the 
•plane with Sovietcharge d'affaires 
Mikhael Popov. No d^etails were 
given. 


Mauroy to' 
discuss Chad 
in Algeria 


PARIS ( R ) — French Prime Min- 
ister Pierre Mauroy flew to Alg- 
iers Saturday morning for talks 
with Preadent Chadli Benjedid on 
the Chad crisis, political sources 
said. 

Mr. Mauroy is making the visit 
at President Francois Mitterrand's 
request. He is expected to fly back 
to France at the end of the day. 

France sees Algeria, which has 
good relations with Libya, as a 
possible mediator in the Chad 
conflict, the sources said. 


S. Yemen waonts talks to 
improve ties with Oman 


KUWAIT (R) — South Yemen's 
Foreign Minister Abdul-Aziz 
Al-DaU was quoted here Saturday 
as saying his country was anxious 
to continue talks on normalisation 
of relations with neighbouring 
Oman. 

But in an interview with the 
daily newspaper Al-Watan. 
Mr.Dali said there were forces 
which opposed any agreement 
between the two countries and 
wanted to benefit from a con- 
tinued state of tension in the area. 

“ it is sufficient to state here that 
the United States, by staging mil- 
itary manoeuvres in Omani air- 
space and territorial waters and 
vicinity ofour eastern borders, 
only confirms its rejection of any 
agreement and discloses its agg- 
ressive intentions against our cou- 
ntry." Mr. Dali was quoted assay- 
ing. 

In the interview, given in Gen- 
eva during the recent United Nat- 
ions conference on Palestine. Mr. 
Dali also said the strong U.S. mil- 
itary presence in the region was 
the main threat to its security and 


stability. 

South Yemen and Oman last 
year reached an agreement aimed 
at paving the way for nor- 
malisation of relanons after 15 
years of hostility. 

The agreement, which came 
after mediation Kuwait and the 

United Arab Emirates on behalf 
of the six-nation Gulf Coo- 
peration Coundl (GCC), banned 
the stationing in either country of 
foreign troops with aggressive hii- 
entions against the other. 

li also called on the two cou- 
ntries to restore diplomatic rel- 
ations and end propaganda dir- 
ected against each other. 

Marxist South Yemen has a fri- 
endship treaty with the Soviet 
Union while the pro-Westem Sul- 
tanate has a railitaiy pact with the 
United States. 

An Omani-South Yemeni joint 
border committee was due to meet 
in Kuwait Sunday to discuss bor- 
der issues, but official sources in 
Kuwait said Saturday the meeting 
had been indefinitely postponed. 


Ulilsu leaves Singapore 


SINGAPORE (R) — Turkish 
Premier Bulend Ulusu left Sin- 
gapore Saturday for Jeddah after a 
two-day visit aimed at fostering 
closer economic and political coo- 
peration. 

Mr. Ulusu. on the first visit ever 
by a Turkish head of government 
to Singapore, was accompanied by 
his wife MizaL Commerce Min- 
ister Kemal Cancurit and a team of 
businessmen. 

During hb stay. Mr. Ulusu inv- 
ited Singapore P^e Minister Lee 
Kuan Yew to visit Ankara. Mr. 
Lee accepted the invitation but 
the date would not be fixed until 
after the general election in Tur- 
key in November, a Turkbh spo- 
kesman said. 

Mr. Ulusu would be returaing 
home from Jeddah, the spo- 


kesman added. 

The Turkish delegation exp- 
ressed interest in buying small and 
medium-sized ships from Sin- 
gapore, the world's second largest 
shipbuilder, Turkbh ambassador 
Reha Atayman said. 

Mr. Atayman said Mr. Ulusu 
established a close understanding 
whh Prime Minister Lee. 

The two leaders shared com- 
mon views on the Soviet military 
intervention in A^hanistan and 
the Vietnamese military occ- 
upation of Kampuchea, he said. 

Turkey supported the efforts of 
Singapore and its partners in the 
Association of South East Asian 
Nations (ASEAN) at the United 
Nations to make Vietnam wit- 
hdraw its troops, he said.

Branding Gen. Zia a 
Qadiani would arouse suspicion' 
among Pakbtao’s overwhelmingly 
orthodox Muslim population. 

Gen. Zia also denied rumours 
that local council elections, set for 
Sind and Punjab provinces later 
ihb month, would be delayed bec- 
ause of ami-govenunent unrest in 
Sind, the news agency said. 

The preadeot had previously 
accused hb opponents of spr- 
eading rumours ^x>ut a delay in 
the lo^ council elections, due to 
be held in the Punjab, where just 
over half the country's population 
lives, on Sept. 2K and in Sind the 
following day. 

The opposition Movement for 
the Re^ration of Democracy 
(.MRO). which began a strong 
anti-government protest mov- 
ement almost four weeks ago. has 
called on its followers to teycott 
the poUs because parties are not 
allowed to contest them. 

Informed sources in Karachi 
said local officials in Sind had 
urged that the polk should be pos- 
tponed because many valuable 
records had been desired after 
protesters attacked and burned 
down government buildings. 

Al least 3 1 people have died in 
the violent protests, according to 
official figures. MRD sources put 
the death loU at over SU.

Mayor hits out at shortage of funds 


ZARKA (J.T.l — A press con- 
ference was held in Zarka Tliu- 
Tsday chaired by the mayor Dr. 
Nofan Al Hmoud to discuss the 
achievements of the municipality, 
its budget and future plans for the 
coming year. 

Dr. Al Hmoud said at the con- 
fetence that because the mun- 
icipality had been given only 73 
shares out of the 1 .247 shares dis- 
tributed to all municipalities and 
^ govcmoraies. the municiptiity's 

budget, which amounted to JD 
3.392.7.^4. will show a deficit of 
X JD 6Sii,(Hii) more than last year’s 

,. figure. 

The water supply budget in par- 
ticular at JD 493.154 will show 
a deficit of JO 2(MMiun. he said. 
This. Dr. Al Hmoud explained, 
illustrates “the shoncomtngs in 
public services for when the mun- 
icipality was expected to receive 
an increase in its budget in line 
with the increase 'in its population 
and the need to develop our public 
services, our funds were reduced 
and we received a smaller budget 
for this year." 

The amount of JO 3(m.(KKi has 
been allocated to be spent on ope- 
ning and asphalting new roads. J D 
7X.172 for laying pavements and 
JD lon.iXHi to buy machinery 
V which the municipality badly 

needs for sanicaiy and public hyg- 
^ iene purposes, he said. 

** Other funds were also ear- 
marked to buy insecticides, con- 
struct bridges in the city and to 
fuiahse the crafts zone in the 
nonh of the city, Dr. Al Hmoud 


added. 

“Only half of the real estate 
taxes have been collected which 
has contributed to the dislocation 
of our budget and prevented the 
municipality from implementing 
its complete range of public ser- 
vices." he said. But the water pro- 
blem is already solved Or. Al 
Hmoud pointed ouu “as we have 
two sources of water." The first is 
the three artesian wells which pro- 
vide the output of 7(1(1 cubic met- 
res per hour, he said, while the 
second is in the south of the city 
with an output of 25< i cubic metres 


per hour. This furnishes the south 
side of the city, he added. 

Concerning the sewerage pro- 
ject for the city. Or. Al Hmoud 
said that there are other- parties 
than the municipality taking care 
of the projea and there are no 
obstructions in the way of com- 
pleting it by the beginning of next 
year. 

The street light problem was 
earlier discussed by the mun- 
icipality with the electricity com- 
pany to solve the problem of hav- 
ing 6U per cent of the street lights 
out of order.

Arabiyat: Ministry to open

He said that the new dep- 
artment will take charge of the student health and 
food programmes and will give special attention to 
the development of the students’ personalities. 


He said in an interview with the 
Jordanian News Agency. Peira. 
on (he first day of the new sch- 
olastic year that school children in 
some areas suffer from mal- 
nutrition and poor health con- 
ditions and that the ministry will 
pursue its current food and health 
programmes and e.\pand them to 
cover all regions of the Kingdom. 

According to Dr. Arabiyat. 
}<35.36(> students began the school 
term in Jordan Saturday. Of these, 
he said S3.d61 students joining, 
(he first elementary class. 

He said that at present there are 
2.616 schools in Jordan, of which 
460 are secondary. 1.017 pre- 


paratory and I.I39 elementary. 
Not a single village or town now 
lacks basic educational facilities 
for its children. Dr. Arabiyat said. 

In the interview. Dr. Arabiyat 
sjx^ke about the ministiy'‘s plans to 
overcome the shortages in the 
number of teachers in schools at 
all levels. He said that in order to 
overcome the problem, the min- 
istry has appointed women tea- 
chers to teach in elementary cla- 
sses for both boys and girb as 
there are sufftciem numbers of 
female qualified teachers in Jor- 
dan. 

On the policy of seconding Jor- 
danian teachers to Arab countries. 


Or. Arabiyat said that this has 
been the ministry's practice in the 
past and will continue because to 
be so as Jordan feels it is pan of its 
national commiimem to help 
other Arab states develop their 
educational sectors. 

However, he said, the sec- 
ondment process is not being car- 
ried out at the expense of Jordan's 
schools. Also Jordanian teachers 
in general will be sent on sch- 
olarships in Jordan and abrviad 
with the aim of raising their sta- 
ndards and the levels of education 
in general. Dr. Arabiyat said. 

The ministry is pursuing plans 
to develop further the education 
system in Jordan and tor this rea- 
son. it has organised four con- 
ferences in Salt, the final one of 
which will end b)‘ Nov. 1 1 this 
year. Dr. Arabiyat said. 

These conferences, he atn- 
linued. are for school principals, 
educational supervisors, com- 
munity college directors and those 
working in educational dep- 
artments. 


Ramtha to inaugurate lorry park 


R.A.MTHA (J.T.t — A la^e par- 
king lot for heavy lorries and 
trucks was opened here Saturday 
by the Mayor. Mohammad Al 
Bashabshc. He said in his ina- 
uguration address that the parking 
lot has room for 5tKi trucks whose 
owners will pay parking fees in 
accordance with a special system

The parking lot. which occupies

Seminars: Fillip to technology exchange

AMMAN — During the past 
week, over 1U(« inientattonal spe- 
cialists in various fields have been 
atrending a series of seminars 
here. Discussions and lectures 
covering the underground storage 
of oU. gas and fooc^-and und- / 
erground. construction were held 
at the Faculty ofAgrie/ulture at (he > 
University of Jordan. whUe sem- 
inars on Biotechnology and Hea- 
lth Education were held at the 
Yarmouk University Liaison Off- 
ice. 

The seminars on underground 
storage vrere organised by the 
Ministry of Industry and Trade, 
the Natural Resources Authority 
and the Arab Geologists Ass- 
ociation in order to develop and 
exchange technology between the 
coumries attending. Although 
there are no immediate plans for 
developing underground storage 
in Jordan, the geology of the cou- 
miy is fiivourable to the dev- 
elopment of underground systems 
and the companies panicipating 
hoped to draw attention to und- 
erground storage as an alternative 
to convenlioD^ systems for pos- 
sible consideration in the future. 
The lectures were mostly technical 
emphasising the technology ava- 
ilable and the current dev- 
elopments in the field. 

At the seminars on Health Edu- 
cation. the emphasis was more on 
discussions relating to the subject 
with attention focused on pro- 


blems encountered in developing 
countries. Organised by the Im- 
emational Union of Biological 
Scientists Commission for Bio- 
logical Education in cooperation 
with Yarmouk University, the 
seminars emphasised the imp- 
ortance of health education thr- 
ough the teaching of biology in 
'.meeting the needs of society. As 
schools have the opponuniiy to 
increase ycauig. people's awa- 
reness of themselves and their 
environmenu the correct teaching 
of health and biology has a con- 
siderable and important role to 
play, the seminar agreed. In add- 
ition. the effects extend to the stu- 
dents' family especially in dev- 
elopingcoumries where the pupils 
can pass on information on san- 
itation. the dangers of smoking 
and so on if they have been taught 
correctly. 

During the seminar. Dr. Elias 
Baydoun from Yarmouk Uni- 
versiiy. gave a talk on health edu- 
cation in Jordan illustrating it with 
the recent results obtained from 
an investigation he carried out. 
His findings showed an imbalance 
between male and female att- 
itudes towards health amongst chi- 
ldren in the grades in-12 in sch- 
ools in the Irbid area. He also 
noted that older children had a 
more negative response to health, 
associating it more with disease, 
medicines and even death in con- 
trast to the more positive con- 
nections of well-being and life 
made by the younger children. 

An analysis of biology tex- 


tbooks revealed that many imp- 
onam aspects of health were only 
taught to female students during 
domestic science lessons which the 
boys did not attend. Topics such as 
mental and physical he^th and the 
environment were more com- 
prehensively covered In domestic 
science clasres than in biology cla- 
sses and seemed' to indicate that a 
better knowledge’ of the’ subject 
led to a more positive outlook on 
health. During the discussion fol- 
lowing the 1 ^. many proposals 
for continued investigations were 
put forward by the other par- 
ticipants such as extending the 
surv’ey onto a national level to inc- 
lude rural and urban areas, dif- 
ferent social classes and greater 
numbers of children. Dr. Baydoun 
told the Jordan Times that the 
ideas from the seminars could be 
incorporated into future inv- 
estigations and may lead to imp- 
roved teaching in Jordan. 

The subject of biotechnology 
was also discussed at the seminar 


as it is becoming more imponam 
with an increasing awareness of 
the environment and its potential 
availability to industry, .vficro 
organisms and their processes are 
playing an increasingly imponam 
role in development as more is 
known about their interactions 
with the environment. Following 
discoveries on the pollution that 
. can result from chemicals, biology 
■Is becoming a more ccologicaily 
sound method of pest control. 
Research is currentiy going on at 
the Untvetsity of Jordan to control 
white fly. a serious tomato pest, 
by using a parasite to destroy the 
eggs and pupa of the fly instead of 
resorting to chemical spraying. 

Dr. Adnan Badran. president of 
Yarmouk University, told the 
Jordan Times at the end of the 
seminars that such exchanges and 
discussions between expens are 
important for the development 
process in Jordan and also lead to 
better cooperation between org- 
anisations and countries.

Not only does die Saadi 
step a sustained and much needed Arab drive to save Lebanon 

from destruction and partition, but it also indicates that something 
must have changed too to Prince HanHnr Ibn Sultan shuttle between 
Damascus and Cyprus to confer with Syrian and Lebanese leaders on 
ai fgnging an i mme diate cease/fire in tfie strife-torn Shoiif mountai n s 
and around Beirut. 

The ritual^ in Lebanon has deteriorated so much in the past 
several days that it would actually take a super effort to reverse the 
dangerous s^backs suffered everybody there, and to prev'ent the 
complete «?napiie of the Lebanese state as we know, and want to 
continue seeing, it. So, what do the Saadis expect to achieve now, and 
how do they hope to succeed where they said they foiled before? 

First, it must be acknowledged that Saudi Arabia, and indeed 
Jordan, had in fact done everything in their power to help the Leb> 
anese reach agreement just before and foDowii^ the braeli army's 
withdrawal irom the Shonf and South Beirut. Saudi and Jordanian 
efforts concentrated around three basic principles without which most 
people tboi^fit there couM be no hope of restoring stability and 
soverdgnfy to Lebanon: Unity of the Lebanese people, independoice 
of the Lebanese state over every inch of its territory, and the Arabism 
of Lebanon. However, when Riyadh issued its statement Wednesday 
frieerii^ its mediation efforts, it had to do so for one of three reasons: 
The kingdom had eftber given up completdy on any chance of success, 
or sensed tM the ritnackm in Lebanon could only get worse under the 
ptuvaaiiig cimimstances, or eke used its snspeosioa of mediatjon 
efforts as an element of pressure gainst one or more of tile key players 
in the intttuecine conflict. 

In each and every case, whether it was President Gemayel who had 
to work harder at a true national recondliation with hi$ opponents in 
the Lebanese political spectrum, or the Syrians beii% warned against 
taking their grudge too for with the legitimate Beimt government, or 
the Lebanese fighting factions having to reach accord among the* 
msetves, the Saudis had done what they could and the rest had to show 
Oexibiiity and prove that they held the higher interests of Lebairan, as 
an indepoident and sovereign Arab state, above and beyond all other 
consklermioiis and suspicions. 

Now, for King Fahd to send his emissary bade on the troubled 
scene once again, means that there has been progress, and we hope 
that it is in fact enough pn^;ress whh which Lebanon conld avert more 
and bloody disasters, and with which it could restore its frill sov- 
erei^ty and independence as soon as pos^e.

Al Ra*i: Looking for a pretext 

IT IS really a strange way of behaving by the U.S. and France in 
Lebanon as they try to involve themselves in the Lebanese crisis by 
supporting one side against the other. The two nations have been 
thmteniog to take action in Lebanon and this is clearly an attempt to 
escalate the tension. The situation in Lebanon will not tolerate any 
more military adventures which are bound to prove fruitless, esp- 
ecially in acDuntry like Lebanon, which is already laden with so much 
suffering and destruction. Any foreign intervention is bound to inc- 
rease the chances of another civil war in Lebanon. One cannot justify 
American and French intervention in Lebanon because: 1- Leb- 
anon's ambassador to France has recently stressed the fact that 
President Gemayel did not ask the multinational force to help the 
Lebanese army in deploying in the Shouf region. Therefore there is 
no pretext for the U.S. or France to involve themselves in the fig- 
hting. 2- The leaders of the opposition socialist pai^ have declared 
that they are not shelling multinational forces positions but those of 
the Falangists which are hiding behind them. Nevertheless, the soc- 
ialist militias have now received orders not to shell the Falangist 
positions near the multinational forces so as not to give the foreign, 
powers a pretext to involve themselves in the fighting. 3- The Syrians 
and Palestinians have repeatedly denied that they were taking pan in 
the fighting. The French and U.S. announcements to the contrary 
mean one thing: That they are seeking a pretext to enter the war. 4- 
Israel radb has reported that many hotels in Israel are being arr- 
anging to accommodate U.S. Marines, and this reveals U.S. collusion 
with the enemy and their joint designs in Lebanon. The U.S. should 
understand that warships and the threat of aggression cannot int- 
imidate the Arabs nor can they liquidate the Palestine problem by 
such means. 

Al Dustour: Hands off Lebanon 

THE LEBANESE had been pinning their hopes on the U.S. Middle 
East envoy Robert McFarlane to find a formula to end Israefs 
occupation of their country. They were disappointed co find that he 
had instead created new tensions in collaboration with Israel with the 
purpose of prolonging the civil war in Lebanon. McFarlane has also 
arran^d for the western powers to bring their warships and troops to 
Lebanon in a bid to impose foreign domination on its population. 

The Lebanese have been awaiting help and assistance from any 
country and any source to rid them from the fighting and bloodshed, 
but they were horrified to see the U.S. rushing more and more war 
machines and bombs to Lebanon so as to bring more destruction to 
their country. The U.S., which is sliding towards the abyss of war. is 
involving other western parties too and resembles one of the con- 
flicting factions fighting each other. Neither Lebanese nor Arabs can 
see in the U.S. involvement a move to end the war. We believe that 
Lebanon can only be saved through dialogue among its various 
factions and communities. The Americans must keep their hands off 
Lebanon to allow its people to achieve a national reconciliation and 
end the war. 

Sawt Al Shaab: Do unto others 

ONLY FORTY years ago. France was under German occupation 
and was seeking help and assiAance from all nations to resist the 
Germans and to regain its freedom. Help poured in to the French 
government In exile, the French armed forces in Algeria and the 
resistance within France itself. The Arab World stood by the French 
and the western allies against Nazi Germany. After the war, the 
Arabs were frustrated in their aims as the west maintained its colonial 
rule over I^banon and other Arab countries. Qf course, there were 
acts of resistance to this rule and foreign domination. Hardly had 
Lebanon won its independence, than it sent its forces to fight along 
the Arab countries in Palestine and it was clear from that moment 
that Lebanon was developing a tendency to merge completely with 
the Arab Worid. despite French attempts to partition the country 
into areas dominated and ruled by communal factions.

IT WAS the Prophet Moh- 
ammad. peace be upon him 
who once said: Seek ye lea- 
rning ( or truth i even though be 
it in China. The talk was of cou- 
rse about knowledge rather 
than China which may have 
only been died for its distance 
from Arabia. The recem visit 
of His Majesty King Hussein 
and Her Majesty Queen Noor 
to the People's Republic of 
China seems to be not only in 
•keeping with the Prophet's inj- 
unction literally, but a nec- 
essaiy- act. For it is China today 
that we have to look to. and to 
learn much from and about. 
China the progressive land of 
peace and reconciliation. 

The Asian future, for exa- 
mple. was not last month ent- 
ertained in the Filipino model 
of assassinating opposition 
leader Benigno S. Aquino and 
the return to the idiom of blo- 
odshed and strife, but rather in 
the stunning condliatory ges- 
tures made by China to Tai- 
wan. After all the enmity bet-

ween the “two Chinas'*. Pek- 
ing's proposals would give 
Taiwan the right to control its 
own foreign and economic rel- 
ations, issue its own passports, 
retain its own army and right to 
buy arras abroad and keep its 
own judicial system and laws. 
Each of these promises, Deng 
Xiaoping (China's elder sta- 
tesman) told Yale Professor 
Winston Yang last summer, 
would be guaranteed for “at 
least a hundred years". 

The Jordanians and Pal- 
estinians at least- if not all 
Arabs, can learn much from 
this. Now that China needs all 
the professionals and sop- 
histicated Chinese know-how 
abroad, it has made every con- 
ceivable concession to allow 
them to make their con- 
tribution lo the prog^s and 
advancement of their mot- 
herland. This is while we. as 
Arabs, continue to set n^- 
rower horizons and make it dif- 
ficuk for our own people who 


are of any worth to stay at' 
home. 

One may well ask: How can 
an old man like Deng gua- 
rantee anything for a hundred 
years to come, when the world 
is topsy-turvy and eveiything 
changes colours on the hour? 
One has to remember in this 
connection the Chinese stance 
towards the lease of Hong 
Kong to Great Britain which 
expires in 1997. Regardless of 
the radical chants that ove- 
rtook China and in spite of the 
fact that the lease had not been 
made by the present regime, 
the Chinese have kept their 
word. Hong Kong will be ret- 
rieved on the dot. 

Here is where one has to 
learn more about China and 
the Chinese way. The land of 
more than a billion humans, 
vast heartland and long history 
does not bake sandwit^es like 
the American Camp Oarid 
sandwich, ephemeral and tra- 
nsitory. The Chinese table is 


rich and succulanc. People who 
make fast food seem also to 
make fast decisions, fast pol- 
itics and they forget fast. After 
the relatively short period of 
ideological upheaval which 
seemed to rock its foundations. 
China is now back to its his- 
torit^ self. Its vision ow tra- 
nscends ideology, politics and 
the mundane and takes on 
wings for a higher flight tow- 
ards the eternal. The daily bus- 
iness seems only necessary but 
not an end in itself. 

And here is perhaps where 
the Arab mind meets with the 
Chinese mind on a common 
ground. The eternal values of 
honour, friendship, human 
brotherhood, love of justice 
and qrmpaihy for the dow- 
niTOdden appear in our mon- 
arch's meeting with the Chi- 
nese leaders. The ideniiiy of 
views is not concerned only 
with the present, but it tra- 
nscends it to the future. One 
can almost feel that the 
Chinese-Arab relations, as 


exemplified in the Jordanian 
coonneaion. would be gua- 
ranteed for“at least a hundred 
years.*' 

The Chinese relations with 
the Arab World as scert thr- 
ough the last 30 years present a 
picture of great contrast to the 
one presented by the West. In 
its dealings with the Arabs, or 
anyone else for that matter, the 
Western mind unfortunately 
could not see or overcome its 
shortcomings. By placing the 
greatest emphasis on quick 
material gains, the West ten- 
ded often to kill the goose that 
lays the golden egg. As a result, 
we have reached a point in time 
where the Middle East is pol- 
arised and all doors to peace 
are slamming shut one after the 
other. We are no longer able to 
trust those who in the West say 
they befriend us. without loo- 
king for a dagger up their sle- 
eves. Their promises ring hol- 
low, their words cynical and 
their actions rash. 

On the other hand the Chi- 


nese aid was real aod hot just 
self-serving. The roads and fac- 
tories the Chinese, buih in 
many parts of the Arab WoHd 
stand as monuments tu selfless 
assistance. The Chine.se loan to 
Jordan, madeduriogtbe King's 
visit as a gesture and left lo 
Jordan to determine the pri- 
ority of Us use comes as a direct 
contrast to Western loans 
which come with so many 
strings that you cannot see the 
real thing. 

StilL we have u> learn a lot 
from the Chinese. Above all we 
have to learn from them what 
they have learnt during the last 
half ccntuiy: Self reliance, h 
was not easy for them to rid 
themselves from foreign rule 
and hegemony and rediscover 
China. The Arabs shall never 
see the (rue worth of the- 
mselves until they come to 
their own. 

In the meanwhile, one can 
rest assured that with the Chi- 
nese hand extended, there is no 
dagger up the sleeve. 



Chile: A decade after the nilitary takeover 

Ten years ago next Sunday. Chile's Marxist President Saii'ador All- 
ends was killed in a btoody coup that brought General Augusta 
Pinochet to po war. Reuters ‘ Santiago correspor^m looks at the recent 
outbreak of opposition to Cen. Pinochet's rule and examines human 
rights in Chile and the economy.

Previous U.S. 
sanctions against 
Soviets ineffective 


SANTIAGO — President Aug- 
uste Pinochet celebrates 10 years 
in power next Sunday buffeted by 
an explosion of open opposition 
which is threatening his once- 
uDshakable grip on Chile. 

Since the coup on Sept. 11. 
1973. that killed elected Marxist 
President Salvador Allende. Gen- 
eral Pinochet has stood firm aga- 
inst international condemnation 
and a growing trend towards the 
return of civilian governments in 
Latin America. 

Opposition at home was until 
recently held in check by the initial 
enthusiasm of many Chileans for 
the coup, repression of opponents 
and an “economic boom." 

But in the past five months it has 
burst on to the streets in a series of 
anii-govemment protests. 

Diplomats say the mood now is 
very different from the sense of 
economic well-being that pre- 
vailed in 19SIL Then a "ref- 
erendum" approved a new con- 
stitution setting 19S9 as the date 
for a return to democracy and all- 
owing Gen. Pinochet to describe . 
himself as an elected, transitional 
president. 

“I don’t think anyone, except 
Pinochet himself, seriously bel- 
ieves he can last until 19S9.'* one 
diplomat said. 

The key to the decline in his 
political fortunes has been the 
economy, which last year crashed 
speaacularly. putting a third of 
the workforce out of job and das- 
hing the rising expiations of 
Gen. Pinochet’s middle-class sup- 
porters. 


Diplomats say that, as in the 
case of the economy. Gen. Pin- 
ochet failed to read in time the 
political writing on the wall. 

It was spelled out in large letters 
last May 1 1 by a massive response 
to a first day of protest against his- 
rule called by copper workers. 

As the protests continued and 
snowballed, they were met by a 
mixture of jailings. tough talk and 
the use of troops to enforce cur- 
few's in the capital. 

Such measures made instant 
celebrities of opponents like Rod- 
olfo Seguel. the copper workers' 
leader, and Gabriel Valdes, head 
of the banned Christian Dem- 
ocratic Party. 

They not only failed to stop the 
protests but generated more vio- 
lence. Two dozen of the 32 deaths 
since last May came during the 
most recent day of protest last 
month. A fifth protest is scheduled 
for Thursday. 

“ His lack of readiness to con- 
front issues in a timely way and 
failure to confront them with a 
comprehensive approach have put 
him in a serious, but not nec- 
essarily fatal, position." a dip- 
lomat said of Gen. Pinochet. 

“It is the same as with the eco- 
nomy. Through sitting back and 
doing nothing months 
when the recession began. Chile 
lost one billion dollars in int- 
ernational reserves. , Now Gen. 
Pinochet has let his political cap- 
ital become eroded." 

Diplomats say a comprehensive 
political strategy has finally eme- 
rged. not fiiom the president but 
from his new interior minister, 
veteran right-wing politician Ser- 
gio Jarpa. 

In just a few weeks. Mr. Jarpa 


has changed the style of gov- 
ernment from confrontation to 
conciliation. 

The Ill-year-old state of eme- 
rgency has been lifted, the trickle 
of exiles being allowed back has 
turned into a flood, elenoral laws 
are to be studied and a ref- 
erendum has been promised to 
bring forward elections for a con- 
gress at present due in 1990. 

Twice in one week, police have 
stood by and • watched dem- 
onstrations to welcome home 
famous political exiles. 

Mr. Jarpa has begun to talk to 
represenatives of banned opp- 
osition political parties, who have 
grouped themselves into a “ Dem- 
ocratic Alliance." 

They have publicly demanded 
that Gen. Pinochet be replaced 
and that a consthuent assembly 
draw up a new constitution during 
an IS-momh transition to dem- 
ocracy. 

“For the first time in a decade, 
people are sayingfwhat is Jarpa 
going to do?' instead of 'what is 
Pinochet going to do?' that is a 
major change." another diplomat 
said. 

The short-term effea Itas been 
greatly to strengthen the pre- 
sident's position, especially 
among the armed forces who are 
the ultimate arbiters of his fate. 

Diplomats say Gen. Pinochet 
has managed, at least temporarily, 
to shake off the appearance of 
being the sole obstacle to pro- 
gress. 

Today's oppositioa. at first hig- 
hly doubtful of Mr. Jarpa's s'ln- 
'cerity. now believes that he means 
business but that the president 
sees the new approach simply as a 
way of gaining time. 

fo his recent public statements. 
Gen. Pinochet has sounded a very 
different theme from Mr. Jarpa. 
saying that if the Marxists want 
another Sept. 11. they will get one. 

He has said that if pushed too 


far he will crack down again even 
harder and that elections for 1 9X9 
or 19SH are only a possibility. 

The change in style, he says, is 
not the result of protests but som- 
ething he always planned to mark 
a decade of“N'ational liberation." 
as it is called in government tel- 
evision advertisements. 

Diplomats say that appointing 
Mr. Jarpa was a gamble, for he 
appears lo have his own political 
goal — a peaceful transition to 
democr^ on any terms — and in 
his dealings with the opposition he 
represents himself as much as he 
does Gen. Pinochet. 

Mr. Jarpa also seems to have the 
backing of sectioiis of the armed 
forces, especially the navy and the 
air force, whose commanders 
were among the first to reaffirm 
their comm'itment to his policies 
after the murder of the chief adm- 
inistrator of Santiago last week. 

Despite rumblings of discontent 
from retired officers such as the air 
force commander at the time of 
the coup. Gustavo Leigh, dip- 
lomats say another textbook 
putsch is not very I'tkely. 

They point to the strong tra- 
dition among Chile's disciplined 
armed forces of respecting the 
constitutional order, which del- 
a^d the coup against the late Pre- 
sident Allende for three years. 
They say that, after 10 years, all 
possible rivals within Gen. Pin- 
ochet* s own key service, the array, 
are either dead or in retirement. 

But they say that if Mr. Jarpa 
can unite civilians behind a new 
political plan which Gen. Pinochet 
rejects, the junta of armed forces 
commanders may decide to exe- 
rcise their constitutional pre- 
rogjauve and declare the president 
unable to continue in office. 

“Mr. Jarpa knows that eve- 
ntually a new president has to 
come out of this," a diplomat said. 
“That’s something to think 
about."

WASHINGTON — In deciding 
on relatively restrained moves 
against Moscow oyer the South 
Korean airliner incident. Pre- 
sident Reagan has recognised the 
limited success of earlier U.S. 
experiments with tough sanctions. 

In a televised speech Monday 
night, he said the United States 
would seek an international inv- 
esti^tion of the inddenl and rep- 
arations for the families of 55 
Americans among 269 people on 
the plane which he said had been 
shot down by a Soviet jet. 

The president also announced 
other steps, including suspending 
negotiations on improving U.S.- 
Soviet contacts and seeking ini- 
emational cooperation lo curb 
operations of the Soviet airline 
Aeroflot. 

Mr. Reagan's decision reflected- 
his understanding of the sho- 
rtcomings of earlier sanctions 
imposed on the Soviet Union. 

Lack of allied cooperation wea- 
kened U.S. moves against Mos- 
cow in past crises, including for- 
mer President Jimmy Carter s att- 
empts to'punish' the Soviet Union 
for intervening in Afghanistan in 
December 1979 and .Mr. Reagan's 
effons after the Soviet-backed 
military crackdown in Poland two 
years later. 

Mr. Carter found only limited 
support among the allies and els- 
ewhere for his tough measures, 
mostly in the commercial field, 
against the Soviet Union. His 
major action, an embargo on most 
U.S. grain sales to Moscow, was 
largely undercut by increased 
sales from Argentina and other 
producer nations. 

His boycott on attendance by 
U.S. ahtletes at the 1980 Moscow 
Olympics was supponed by some 
of the allies but i^ored by others, 
and the games took place as sch- 
eduled. 

Ironically, one of the leading 
critics of Mr. Carter’s punitive 
measures was then presidential 
candidate Ronald Reagan, who 
told U.S. farmers he would never 
use grain as political weapon. 

Mr. Reagan lifted the grain 


embargo soon after taking office. 

Despite hiscritidsmof Mr.Car- 
ters embargo. Mr. Reagan pos- 
tponed negotiations for a new 
U.S.-Soviet grain agreemeoL 

A five-year pact providing for 
greatly increased U.S. grain sales 
to the Soviet Union was signed 
only last month. 

By coincidence, the first major 
sale under the accord was ann- 
ounced on the same day U.S. off- 
icials accused Moscow of sbooting 
down the South Korean Airliner. 

Despite calls by some oan- 
servatfres and others for scr- 
appbg the new grain agrecmetii in 
response to the airliner incident. 
Mr. Reagan has refused to do so. 

His major move in response to 
'no\v liftedr martial law in Poland 
was to bar sales of oil and gas equ-' 
ipmeat to the Soviet Union by 
U.S.firms and their overseas aff- 
iliates. His aim was to thwart con- 
siructfon of the Soviet natural gas 
pipeline from Siberia to Western 
Europe. 

U.S. officials claim the pipeline 
sanctions hampered the project 
and raised its costs, but concede 
they did not halt it. 

“rhe major effect of (he san- 
ciions was to sour W'asbisgion's 
relattons with its allies, who res- 
ented Mr. Reagan's attempt to 
impose U.S. regulations on firms 
operating to Europe. 

Bowing to allied pressure. .Mr. 
Reagan lifted the pipeline san- 
ctions last November. He rem- 
oved other restrictions on U.S. 
sales of pipeline equipment last 
month. 

The administration also agreed 
last month, before the airliner inc- 
ident. to open negotiations on new 
consular and cultural exchange 
agreements with the Soviet Union 
which had been suspended in 
1979. 

The administration had said res- 
trictions would be lifted if Polish 
authorities removed - all martial 
law restrainsts. released political 
prisoners and allowed free trade 
unions similar to (he now- 
outlawed Solidarity. 

Anoiherofthe president's 1981 
moves still in effea is the sus- 
pension of U.S.-bound flights by 
Aeroflot.

Indian goodwill task in Sri Lanka difficult

COLOMBO — Sri Lanka seems 
□o closer to finding a permanent 
solution to the ethnic problems 
which last month erupted into 
widespread violence, despite 
seven days of intense negotiations 
here with a special Indian envoy. 

Indian Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi sent seasoned diplomat 
Gopalaswami Panhasarathi to the 
island late last month after pre- 
ssure from the southern Indian 
state of Tamil Nadu to ensure the 
protection of Sri Lanka's 2 J mil- 
lion minority Tamils, whose anc- 
estors came from that state. 

, More than 385 people died, 
hundreds of homes, shops and fac- 
tories were damaged and some 
lOO.OOU Tamib were made hom- 
eless when long-standing gri- 


evances between the Tamils and 
the Sinhalese community e^ted 
into nine days of violent riots in 
July and August. 

But after talks with Sri Lankan 
President Junius Jayewardene, 
opposition parties and leaders of 
the Tamil community, Mr. Par- 
thasarathi flew back home last 
week having apparently wrested 
few concessions from the gov- 
ernment 

Mr. PathasarathTs negotiations 
were shrouded in secret' except 
for two general statements issued 
by the presidential secretariat and 
the envoy himself at the end of the 
visit. 

But they shed no light on any 
progress made in narrowing (he 
differences between the gov- 
ernment and the Tamil leaders. 

The presidential secretariat said 
Mr. Jayewardene briefed Mr. Par- 


thasarathi on measures taken by 
the government since it came to 
power in 1977 to resolve the min- 
ority problem and the background 
to the recent disturbances. 

“He (Mr. Jayewardene) exp- 
lained that neither the gov- 
ernment nor the people of Sri 
r.anka would agree to a division 
of the country", the secretariat 
said. 

Mr. Jayewardene had an ame- 
ndment to the constitution passed 
in parliament last month banning 
afi calls for division and effectively 
outlawing the Tamil United U{> 
eiation Front (TULF), which has' 
campaigned for a separate state 
for Tamils. 

The amendment requires all 
members of parliament to take an 
oath denouncing separation and 
vowing allegiance to a unitary 
state. 


Mr. Jayewardene has said be 
would hold discusrions with the 
TULF only if it abandons its call 
for a separate state. 

The 17 TULF members of pai;- 
liamenL who have boycotted par- 
liament since the day the arod^ 
ndment was adopted, have three 
months to make up their minds to 
take the oath or run the risk of 
being subject to severe penalties. 

These include expulsion from 
parliament, forfeiture of property 
and losing the right to a passport 
and to eng^ in any trade which 
requires a lienee. 

All other members of par- 
liament, including the opposition, 
Sri Lankan Freedom Party 
(SLFP) have taken the oath but 
there have been no indications’ 
whether the TULF leadership has 
changed its mind after its dis- 
cussions with Mr. Parthasarathi.

Most such marriages are simply a visa for immigration to a foreign • 
“ democratic" countiv, where it is easy to practise rights which the 
bridegroom is not entitled for.- having scarcely worked enough for' 
gaining them. 1 wonder why, we guys of the Arab World, are so 
attracted and fescinaied by the idea of living in one of them 
"modern sodedes". For my own part. I do admire the ach- 
ievements of their people: 1 do not think Td enjoy reaping 

their social gains, as long as neither myself nor my ancestors have 
practically contributed to their struggle for their democratic rights 
— though our far ancestors had enlightened the path of their dark 
a^. So, why do not we of the young Arab generation just start 
seriously rebuilding our own society, and stop being mtrudmg 
parasites on other people's acoomplbhments?

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‘U.S. policy on Israeli settlements is against peac

Question: 

U was noticed that Jordan was 
taken by surprise when the United 
States vetoed a recent U.N. Sec- 
urity Council resolution calling for 
the dismantling of settlements in 
the occupied Arab lands, and also 
by the U.S. decision to grant Israel 
more F-16 warplanes. Recent 
comments on th^ subjects by 
His Maje^ King Hussein and 
Prime Minister MudarBadran ref- 
lect a bitterness in the Jordanian 
stand. How do you assess the new 
American attitude? 

Answen 

This political situation is in fact 
a shock — as was described by 
King Hussein himself. The Ame- 
rican veto against the Arab res- 
olution which was submitted to 
the council by Jordan implies that 
the U.S. blesses the settlement 
process while at the same time 
talks about peace. Therefore, any 
American call for peace under the 
present circumstances is in fact 
subjea to doubt. Under President 
Carter. Washington regarded the 
settlements as illegal, but Pre- 
sident Reagan considers them as 
an obstacle to peace. There is a big 
difference between considering 
the sertlements illegal and reg- 
arding them as an obstacle to 
peace. The term illegal means that 
in any future negotiations, parties 
wiU ^ discussing ways to end the 
settlements and remove them, as 
was the case in Sinai. In the neg- 
otiations over Sinai, the U.S. 
stood Urmly by Egypt’s demands 
for the removal of settlements as 
they were illegal. Settlements 
simply mean moving the inh- 
abitants of one occupied country 
into the lerritory of another. 
These criteria do not apply in U .S. 
stands vi5-a>ri$ the West Bank. 

The U.S. seems to be teUiog us 
and Israel that the subject of sov- 
ereignty over the West Bank is 
spcneihing ^ubtful. By refusing 
to, denounce (he seitlemeotsas iU- •• 
cgaJ..the U.Si. encourages Israel to 


pursue its policies and gives it the 
green light for building more set- 
tlements pending the- imposition 
of a de facto situation. We con- 
sider this American stand as a 
“shock" which means that all the 
United States* talk about peace 
and claims, that It is exerting eff- 
orts to achieve peace, is not true. 
How can Washmgton claim that it. 
is working to establish peace while 
refraining from considering the 
settlements illegal? 

Prime Minister Badran said that 
the Israelis have begun to build 
settlements close to the West 
Bank’s big cities like Jerusalem 
and Nablus. In Hebron, settlers 
have moved into the heart of the 
city and also encircled the city with 
settlements. This means that there 
will come a time when there will 
be nothing to negotiate about. In 
our view, negotiations should be 
based on SMurhy Council res- 
olutions 242 and 338 under the 
premise of ending occupation in 
exchange for peace and Uving wit- 
hin secure borders. Now, how- 
ever. negotiations would mean 
talking about the status of the set- 
tlements and the settlers and how 
to organise the relationship bet- 
ween the settlers and the Arab 
land owners, also between the Isr- 
aelis and the Arabs in the occ- 
upied territory. This is totally bey- 
ond the Arabs' concept of peace. 
This is really a shock because, in 
our view, it has become obvious 
that the United States is not ser- 
ious and not sincere in its quest for 
peace. 

Q« It was Jordan which sub- 
mitted the draft peace resolution 
is the Security Council and also a 
complaint to the council about 
Israefs settlements. Do you con- 
sider (hat the American veto was 
directed against Jordan? 

A: Jordan had submitted the 
draft resolution on behalf of the 
Arab group and It was Jordan 
which bad taken the in'idkiive in 
that resolution, because the oon- 


sequeoces of Israefs settlement 
policy do harm Jordan. Settlement 
activity means that Israel con- 
tinues to gobble up Arab lands- 
piecemeal. When Israel uproots 
the Palestinians and evicts them 
from their homeland they will 
naturally move eastward (to the 
East Bank). The West Bank inh- 
abitants are Jordanian dlizens and 
have the right to move here, but 
Jordan cannot cope with more 
displaced and distressed people. 
The American veto, in our view, 
represents Washington's ind- 
ifference towards the con- 
sequences of the settlements alt- 
hough it liilly realises their dim- 
ension and their negative impact 
not only on the Palestine problem 
but alro on Jordan. The recent 
American attitude consthirtes a 
green light for the continuation of 
settlement building. America’s 
stand under the Reagan adm- 
inistration is indeed different from 
that under the Caner adm- 
insitration. 

Q: King Hussein's trip to Was- 
hington last December produced 
some results in bringing closer 
both sides’ (Arab and American) 
points of views towards these iss- 
ues. What has really happend? 

A: ’This is no doubt a correct 
remark. In the last dialogue with 
ch^ United States over the Pal- 
estitle-4ssue and other problems 
affiliated whh it, Washington used 
to call for a halt to settlements so 
as to pave the way for the peace 
process that would take into acc- 
ount Arabs’ rights to sovereignty 
over their own land. That attitude 
implied that the U.S. considered * 
settlements illegal as long as they 
called for halting them. Now. after ' 
nine months, we are surprised that 
settlement building has not been 
stopped and the settlers have 
begun to behave in a different 
manner. For instance, they began 
to confront the local population 
with violence and ^tack them and 
destroy their property. Of late, 
they have been assuming the role 
and authority of the Israeli occ- 
upation power in tackling many 
local issues. They have been cha- 
sing Arabs in the streets and firing 
on them. Settlements have been 
increasing in number at a horrible 
rate, and their building acc- 
ompanied by violence. Another 
point, when progress towards sol- 
ving the issue was being made at 
the Security Council the U.S. res- 
oned to the veto. The whole sit- 
uation looks different from that of 
December. 1982, althou^ the 
U.S. maintains that Us position has. 
not changed. But something must 
have-changed, focihe U.S. not^to 
mainiain oowthat the settlements. 


are illegal. The other concept is 
that the settlements constitute and 
obstacle to peace. In the Ame- 
rican view this means that as long 
as there is no peace, settlements 
can continue, and senlemeots 
could serve as a means of pK^ure 
on the Arabs to participate in the 
negotiations. But these neg- 
otiations. if they take place, would 
now mean talking atrout keeping 
these settlements and not dis- 
mamling them. This further com- 
plicates matters and constitutes a 
retreat from the real peace pro- 
cess. Hence, the shock. 

Q: King Hussein has spoken 
about the dangers mherent in the 
present situation and said that we 
are heading towards the abyss. 
The prime minister had said that 
the area might be heading towards 
war as a result of the closing of all 
doors to peace. Do you believe 
.that Jordan is threatened by war? 

A: Jordan is at present thr- 
eatened by the no-war no-peace 
situation, and this is of great harm 
and danger to us. Of course Israel 
benefits from the present situation 
because it has a free hand in the 
occupied West Bank. Was- 
hington’s attitude and its ref- 
raining from denouncing the set- 
tlements as illegal encourage Isr- 
ael to benefit even more from the 
no-war, no-peace situation. Israel 
continues to consolidate its pos- 
ition and create new realities by 
means of building these set- 
tlements so as to present to the 
world at a later stage wHh a de 
facto situation in which peace acc- 
ording to U.N. resolutions would 
be very difficult to achieve, it is a 
well-known fact thht Israel nor- 
mally creates a de facto situation 
at fint and then casts it in a mould 
of legitimacy, in fact this is the way 
the Zionist settlement in Palestine 
began and eveniuaQy ended with 
the establishment of Israel in 
1948. Israel now is following the 
same method and principle in the 
West Bank. It started building set- 
tlements with the hope that it 
would later impose a de facto sit- 
uation, in which it would consider 
the River Jordan as its border, and 
the West Bank and the Gaza Strip 
as Israeli land and their inh- 
abitants as a foreign community. 
Israers real intentions became 
clear when it was conducting neg- 
otiations with Eg)^t over “aut- 
onomy rule'*, and is now exp- 
ressing these intentions more cle- 
arly by the actual building set- 
tlements and by adopting mea- 
sures in the occupied territories 
and political stands that are in line 
with these inteatioos. We regret to 
seethe’U.Sj* taking hs- last stand 
towards this issue because U imp- 


lies approval of Israefs limited 
concept of “peace". How can the 
U.S.* new position be reconciled 
with its calls for peace? In the light 
ofthis situation. Jordan finds itself 
exposed to harm and danger more 
than any other party. 

Prime Minister Badran was 
recent^ quoted as saying that Jor- 
dan plans to call for a meeting of 
the council of Arab prime min- 
isters lo dkcuss the U.S. stand. 
Are there any moves in this res- 
pect? 

A: The present situation no 
doubt calls for a unified Arab 
stand more than at any time in the 
^ 1 . This course of events would 
not have existed had there been a 
unified Arab stand in the Grst 
pla^. ’Hie ^tuation does not tol- 
erate any further delay and has no 
room for shori-sighied or 
narrow-minded regional or ind-' 
hidual Arab stands. 

If things are left as they are. one 
Arab state after the other will fall. 
Therefore, the situation calls for a 
unified Ar^ stand to confront the 
American policy. It is an est- 
ablished fact that all rights and 
principles can never bring about 
any change in iniemational pol- 
itics because international rel- 
ations are in fact based on int- 
erests and pressures. The Arabs 
therefore should take a serious 
stand — warning of possible Arab 
piMSures to bring about changes 
in international equations. If 
things remained as they are now 
with international interests being 
unaffected by what it is happening 
in our region, then we would be 
foolish to Irelieve that we could 
achieve our rights. The only way 
to gain our rights lies along a uni- 
fied Arab stand. Our problem 
with Israel is not that of the Jordan 
option nor Is it that of the Syria 
option, nor the Lebanon nor the 
PaJestlne. The problem is simply, 
and as it has always been since 
1948 until now: an Arab problem, 
that is Arabs as a whole versus 
Israel. All other illusions that did 
divert our attention from this fact 
over the past 10 years have been 
dissipated, and the ugly picture 
before us now says: confrontation 
is inevitable, lliis confrontation 
should be carried through in a uni- 
fied Arab stand which is absent 
from the scene now. When Jordan 
speaks about the situation it exp- 
resses its full understanding of the 
oaiure of the conflict because of 
our direa relationship with the 
prt^lem and because Jordan is 
direaly afteaed by the Israeli agg- 
ression. Jordan can see this agg- 
ression and can feel ict>veryday^^ 
This is not mere sympathy or sen^> 
liment but reason, sensibility and 


reality, and so U requires a unified 
Arab stand. Without such a stand 
the tiluatioQ is bound to go from 
bad to worse. 

Q: King Hussein was quoted as 
Saying that the PLO would no 
more be considered the sole and 
legitimate representative of the 
.Palestinian people if it weakened 
or was contained by others. What 
is the real Jordanian int- 
eipreiation of the King’s remark? 

A: This remark is clear and 
does not need further cla- 
riftcatioD. The PLO has been sup- 
ported by all Arab states as totally 
independent from any outside inf- 
luence in adopting its own dec- 
isions. But in the recent inter-PLO 
Gghting we notice clearly that 
there are alliances between dis- 
sidents and other Arab states. If 
this dissent continues and the reb- 
els (against Yasser Arafat’s lea- 
dership) succeed. then they would 
forge an alliance with an Arab 
state that has been supporting 
them. The PLO owns neither land 
nor resources, and it subsists only 
on other Arab countries' ass- 
istance and support because its 
forces are based in Arab cou- 
ntries. If the rebellion in PLO 
ranks continues and spreads, the 
PLO would then bse its ind- 
ependence because, naturally, it 
would fall in the hands of others. 
Afterwards how would It be pos- 
sible for us to negotiate with the 
Palestinian people's rep- 
resentatives while they are pawns 
in the hands of other Arab states? 
We all realise that the Arab pol- 
itical atmosphere is not clean and 
the Arabs lack a unified stand and 
a consensus over basic principles. 
The PLO rebels are being used to 
carry out the policies of certain 
Arab states. Therefore we can rig- 
htly conclude that if the rebels did 
in fact succeed they would turn the 
PLO into a tool in the hands of 
these states. Everyone of us would 
then say that the PLO. as we know 
it now, had stopped to exist. 

Q: We all know that Arab states 
have influence over groups within 
the PLO. and this means influence 
over the PLO as an organisation. 
What do you think of that? 

A: The PLO is a coalition of all 
Palestinian forces, represented by 
the independent leadership of 
Abu Ammar (Yasser Arafat) and 
his aides. The leadership of Abu 
Ammar and his aides means ind- 
ependence. Any tampering with 
this leadership means that the 
PLO is being tilled towards an 
Arab state, and the process aut- 
omatically leads to the PLO losing 
.-.idts independence. Once it lost its 
>v mdependence. the PLO would 
lose the respecb'of other oations. 


and Jordan would stop dealing 
with the new PLO setup. Then the 
PLO would lose, regionally and 
iniemaiionally. all the gains it had 
achieved when it was ind- 
ependent. Thai was the reason for 
the King's warning to the Pal- 
estinians that the dissension sho- 
uld end. otherwise the PLO as an 
independent force would end. 
Once the PLO staned to take its 
orders from an officer of an Arab 
army, or an official of the foreign 
ministry of an Arab state, then the 
oiganisation would be turned into 
a mere tool in the hands of that 
state. . 

Q: Ai present we are con- 
fronted with the problems of Leb- 
anon and Palestine and there are 
rumours about transferring Pal- 
estinians to Jordan. How do you 
assess this eventuality? 

A: Let us go back to the root of 
the problem, it 1M48. the Pal- 
estinians lost their land and were 
divided into three pans; One pan 
remained in occupied Palestine, 
the other found refuge in other 
Arab countries and the third acq- 
uired Jordanian citizenship fol- 
lowing the unification of the two 
banks under the Hashemite Kin- 
gdom of Jordan (in 195Ul.Overa 
period of 17 years, the country 
was a united Hashemite Kingdom 
made up of the East and West 
Banks. In the West Bank the inh- 
abitants consisted of the original 
population and those who took 
refuge in it after fleeing territory 
occupied by Israel in 1948. and 
they too acquired Jordanian cit- 
izenship. Therefore three Pal- 
estinian categories appeared on 
the scene: the Palestinians who 
acquired citizenship in Jordan, 
and 1 am one of those: the Pal- 
estinians who acquired the status 
of refugees in Lebanon and Syria; 
and the third were those Pal- 
estinians who continued to Uve on 
Palestinian territory in Gaza but 


without acquiring any citizenship 
because Gaza was not annexed by 
Egypt. .After 1967. elements of 
the three categories joined the 
PLO ranks. If any of those Pal- 
estinians with Jordanian cit- 
izenship decided to return lo Jor- 
dan. they would be entitled lo that 
by law. the others, however, sho- 
uld go back to the place where 
they originally came from — to 
Syria and Lebanon. We would not 
like to see other Arab countries 
which had hosted Palestinian ref- 
ugees to back on their earlier 
commitment. This is a moral and 
national Q.vmmitmeni. The 1967 
war was between Arab states and 
Israel, and it was that war that led 
to the current complications and' 
events that we now witness on 
the Lebanese scene. It is totally 
unacceptable that Palestinians liv- 
ing in Lebanon should be tra- 
nsferred only to Jordan because 
certain factions there do not want 
them anymore. These Pal- 
esiernians have been allowed to 
stay in Lebanon since 194.S and' 
there they must remain until the 
whole Palestine problem is solved. 
The transfer to Jordan of Pal- 
estinians unwanted where they are 
is something that suits the taste of 
Israel. Israel also wants to tra- 
nsform the Palestinian problems 
from that of a people seeking to 
establish a siaie on their own 
homeland into a problem of a Pal- 
estinian people with “another 
homeland” in Jordan. This Israeli 
view was first presented by (for- 
mer Israel Defence Minister i Sha- 
ron. *rhis is totally rejected by Jor- 
dan and the whole .Arab Nation. 
Every Palestinian should remain 
where he was hosted since I ^J48 — 
in Syria. Lebanon. Gaza — until 
his problem is completely solved; 
Jordan’s absorption capacity, in 
view of our difficult economic cir- 
cumstances. is limited, and any 
new wave of refugees would sim- 
ply destroy the country.

LONDON (R) — West Ham kepi 
up the pace at the top of the Eng- 
IM Sower League with a 5*2 win 
•over high-riding Coventrv- here on 
Saturday, their fifth win in five 
games in the new first division sea- 
son. 

But Ipswich, their nearest cha- 
llengers. rhaintained the pressure 
with a 5-0 trouncing of Stoke 
which earned them ovations from 
their admiring fans at halftime and 
at the end. 

Manchester United also stayed, 
'in the picture in third place — 
ihf^ points behind West Ham 
and one behind Ipswich — thanks 
to a 2-0 win over Luton. 

West Ham maintained their U»o 
per cent wirming record the hard 
way. missing a penalty and falling 
two goals behind in the first 15 
minutes. 

Ray Stewart had his seventh- 
minute spot-kick saved by 17- 
year-old Coventry goalkeeper 
Peny Suckling and then Trevor 
Peake and Nicky Plainauer. two of 
13 Coventry close-season sig- 
nings. had the Hammers reeling 
with two quick goals. 

But the Londoners struck back 
with a devastating burst of three 
goals in three minutes and slotted 
in two more after the interval. 
Dave Swindlehurst notched a 
hai-trick to take his season's tally 
to six and Steve Whition netted 
twice against his old club. 

West Ham are now the only 
En^ish League club with a Ion 
perceaf record, with third division 


Sheffield United managing only a 
draw and founh division York 
slumping to defeat on Saturday to 
lose their all-win records. 

The most notable goal-scoring 
feat of the day came from Simon 
Gamer, centre-forward of second 
division Blackburn Rovers, who 
completed a hai-irick in 22 min- 
utes and went on to net all five 
home goals in the 5-1 destruction 
of Derfjy County. 

Back in rhc first division. West 
Ham will have to keep winning if 
they are to shake off the challenge 
of Ipswich, back to their free- 
scoring best after an 'uidiffereni 
patch last year. 

Scottish iniemaiionai defender 
George Burley opened the scoring 
in the second minute with a shot 
deflected in by Stoke defender 
George Berry. England's Eric 
Gates added the second 15 min- 
utes later and Scotland's John 
Wark made it 3-U shortly before 
the interval. 

England striker Paul Mariner 
put Ipswich further in front three 
minutes into the second half and 
Wark rounded off a triumphant 
day scoring from the penalty spot 
in the final minute aher Berry had 
brought down Mariner. 

Dutch international Arnold 
Muhren set siar-siudded Man- 
chester United on their winning 
way against Luton with a 49ih 
minute penalty. A second Muhren 
penalty in the 72nd minute was 
saved by Luton goalkeeper Les 
Sealey. but Anhur Albiston pou- 


nced on the loose ball and drove it 
into the net. 

Holders Liverpool also won. 
defeating Arsenal 2-0 to stay one 
point behind United ' who the- 
mselves beat the London club four 
days ago. 


Arsenal came laniaiisingly close 
in the 14ih minute when Scottish 
import Charlie Nicholas cracked 
an angled drive against the cro- 
ssbar. 


Three minutes later South 
African-bom Australian Craig 
Johnston put Liverpool ahead, 
rolling the ball home after a shot 
from new signing Mike Robinson 
rebounded off veteran Northern 
Ireland goalkeeper Pat Jennings.

Cram, who has ^ally emerged 
from the shadow of Ovett and 
Olympic LSOif metres champion 
Sebastian Coe over the past year, 
finished in 3:52.56 seconds while 
Ovett clocked 3:52.71. Kenya's 
Wilson W'aigwa was third in 
3:55.78. 

The mile was the highlight of 
the last big athletics meeting of the 
European season and the capacity 
17.1I0() crow'd were anticipating a 
world record performance. 

But any speculation that Coe's 
two-year-old world record of 
*3:47.33 would fall was quickly 
dispelled as the two Briti^ run- 
ners stayed well back in the pack 
as another Briton Robert Har- 
.risoR took the field through the 
first lap. The unofficial time of 
55.64 w*as well outside world rec- 
ord schedule. 

Ovett, fully conscious of the 
technical errors that resulted in his 
disappointing founh place in the 
W^orld Championships last month, 
stayed right behind Cram as the 
22-year-oId Jarrow-based runner 
moved up the field. 

Then with 300 metres to go 
Cram struck and. as the crowd 
rose. Ovett followed. Cram inc- 
reased the gap to two metres as the 
pair raced around the back str- 
aight where Oven theoretically 
would take advantage of his sup- 


erior finishing speed. 

But as the crowd noise rose to a 
deafening crescendo it became 
apparent that 27-year-old Ovett 
would not be able to bridge the 
gap and only a desperate lunge at 
the finish line reduced the margin 
10 a metre. 

“ I didn't think 1 had it won until 
a yard to go." Cram said later. "I 
hope that proves I am the world 
number one — now 1 am going to 
race in Jarrow." 

Ovett, who also ran a lap of 
honour to generous applause, said 
he had never thought he would get 
past Cram. “ I am a little tired after 


my European tour." said Ovett, 
who regained the world 1.5(Ki 
metres record in leafy last Sunday.

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Editor says Egypt faces 
foreign exchange crisis 


CAIRO (R) — Egypt with for- 
eign debts of more than Sl6 bil- 
lion, should prepare for difficult 
times ahead because of looming 
foreign exchange difficulties, the 
editor of the semi-offidal daQy AI 
Ahram said Frid^. 

Mr. Ibrahim Nafea, in an article 
for the paper, said the country’s 
three top foreign currency ear- 
neis, oil, Suez Canal revenues and 
lemittances from Egyptians abr- 
oad. were unlikely to bring in the 
amounts needed. 

These now account for around 
$6 billion a year to set against an 


import bill totalling more than S9 
biUiou. 

“Indications do not show that 
these resources are likely to ioc- 
lease over the next few years by a 
margin on which any hopes of 
economic progress could hin- 
ged,” Mr. Na&a said. 

He added that the situation 
could worsen as the conn try has 
begun to repay hs debts, mainly 
long-term loans with low interest 
rates from Western aid oig- 
anlsations.

S. Arabia said 
planning huge oil 
storage 


LONDON (R) — Saudi Arabia is spending up to S5 billion to build 
underground crude oil storage tanks near the Red Sea, the Middle 
East Economic Digest said Friday. 

The oil would be stored in giant rock caverns to be excavated near 
the Saudi peirochemical complex and industrial city of Yanbuo on 
the Red Sea, the London-based weekly said. 

It quoted one source as saying the Saudis would use the caverns as 
“the storage base for all their distribution.” 

* The magazine said work on the project had been going on for six 
years and that the project was still some time — perhaps six months 
to a year — away from the poim at which excavation and coostruction 
contracts could be awareded. 

The project would be part of a major restruauring of Saudi Ara- 
bia's hydro carbons industry, involving the development of dow- 
nstream and distribution facilities on the Red Sea coast, well away 
from the straiegically-vulnearable gulf. 

The digest said the scheme had been shrouded in secrecy but that it 
had uncovered details during an investigation in London, Stockholm, 
Helsinki and Oslo.

France seeks backing 
on international economy 


KEPHALONIA, Greece (R) — 
France sought backing Saturday 
from its European Community 
partners for a new Intern at iona! 
strategy to pull the world out of 
recession. 

French Hnance Minister Jac- 
ques Delors said at the start of 
talks between community finance 
ministers here that he was seeking 
joint action to bring down high 
interest rates and to ease the acute 
debt problems of the developing 
world. 

The 10-nation trading bloc's 
finance ministers, along with cen- 
tral bankers, are holding private 
consultations here to co-ordinate 
their stance ahead of a series of 
key mternational gatherings on 
the world economy. 

Mr. Delors told journalists that 
hopes of a permanent economic 
recovery rested on close co- 
operation among industrialised 
nations to reduce intematkmal 
dependence on the dollar, lower 
borrowing costs, and aid the Third 
World. 


Other participants agreed that 
high interest rates, particularly in 
the United States, the seemingly- 
unendmg streaglh of the doOar. 
and the risk of a financial collapse 
in Latin America would be the 
main frtcus of Saturday’s meeting. 

But some voiced scepticism that 
the foodamental overhaul of the 
world's financial system sought by 
Mr. Delors was feasible. 

Monetary o^ials said that Bri- 
tain's Mr. Nigel Lawson and West 
Germany’s Mr. Gerhard Sto- 
iteoberg shared France's concern 
about interest rates and the dollar 
but doubted whether the U.S. 
would cooperate in launching any 
new strategy. 

They said that while European 
governments have repeatedly voi- 
ced fears that a strong dollar and 
the high interest rates underpinn- 
ing it could wreck Europe’s fragile 
economic recovery, Washington 
conasiently rejected the int- 
erveniiottist stance called for by 
Mr, Delors. 

An immediate issue facing the 


finance ministers is the Ini- 
ernaiional Monetary Fund's 
(TMFt request for S3 billion in 
emergency financing from the 
industrialised nations. 

Mr. Delors voiced optimism 
that the loan would be agreed at a 
meeting of central bankers at the 
Bank for International Set- 
tlements in Basle on Monday. 

Mr. Stoltenberg was more cau- 
tious. 

“I would not like to predict the 
outcome. A lot of central bankers 
will only make up their minds on 
Monday.” he told Reuters. 

The fund, which holds its annual 
meeting later this month in Was- 
hington. needs the cash to tide it 
over until new incre ases in its basic 
resources, or quotas, come into 
effect next year. 

But monetary officials said the 
U.S. administration, facing dif- 
ficulties in securing congressional 
approval for its share of the quota 
increase, had so far rejected the 
idea of contributing to a new IMF 
loan. 


Rabat, banks discuss debt deferment 


RABAT (R) — Morocco opened 
a meeting with over 100 foreign 
banks here Friday to discuss def- 
erring some of the country’s for- 
eign debL estimated at more than 
Sll billion, banking sources said. 

Morocco owes the banks about 
S4 billioa. 

At 'issue Friday was the res- 
cheduling of the country’s long 
and medium-term debt. 

Morocco's short-term debt, est- 
imated at about S500 millioa, is 
not affected by the rescheduling. 

Morocco's financial pre- 
dicament stems from a com- 


.tiination of foctors, including a 70 
per cent appreciation of the U.S. 
dollar against the dirham in the 
past two years, a high oil import 
bill and a weak market for pho- 
sphates. its main mining export. 

About a dozen American. 
French ^d Arab banks took part 
in the meeting. 

Also represented was the Int- 
ernational Monetary Fund, whose 
executive board is due to approve 
a loan of S300 million to Morocco 
later this month. 

The amount involved in the res- 


cheduling request was not imm- 
ediately known. 

Moroccan officials indicated 
that there would be no public ann- 
ouscemeats ^er the meeting. 

Morocco, with an oil import bill 
of ^>out $1 billion a year, has been 
forced to cut public spending and 
raise taxes to curb a large balance 
of payments deficit. 

The country’s financial plight 
has been made worse by the world 
oil glut, which has led to reduced 
help from Arab neighbours. 

The rescheduling of Morocco's 
long-term debt is on the agenda of 


the next meeting of the so-called 
Paris Gub of Western creditor 
governments in mid-September. 

In an editorial the independent 
Moroccan daily Almaghrib said 
Friday Morocco’s debt was “not a 
very Ug problem” and the amount 
to rescheduled at the meeting 
here was about S2u0 million or 
about five per cent of the total 
debt. 

Bankers said S52D million in 
commercial bank repayments 
matured this year and S537 mil- 
lion next year. 


Libyan development plan hit by fall in oU revenue 


TRIPOLI (Rl —Libya's oil rev- 
enue is estimated to have tumbled 
6U per oem in real terms during 
the past three years, forcing the 
country to rethink its cuirem 
Gre^ear development plan. 

“■The 1 9HJ -K5 development ■ 
plan is no longer a development 
progiramme, but more an ind- 
icatjon of the son of projects they 
would like to implement in the 
foreseeable future.” a Western 
diplomat commented. 

Libya is dependent on oil for 
about 99 per cent of its dev- 
elopment plans and the reduction 
in oil revenue has “hit them quite 
hard.” one source said. 

“They have cut all but essential 
imports and they are postponing 
projects. They are not working to 


plan anymore. ‘The time scale has 
been extended,” he added. 

Major aims of the development 
plan, with an estimated overall 
cost of some S63 bUlion. were to 
approach self-sufficiency in agr- 
-icuhure and^boild a/ heavy ind- 
ustrial base to offset current dep- 
endence on oil. 

They are still giving priority to 
industry and agriculture but they 
are now seeking export financing 
through contractors, a oonuneidd 
source said. 

He said, for example, formal 
requests for credit had been made 
to companies from about six cou- 
ntries involved in building a S 1 bU- 
lion aluminium smelter at Zuw- 
aia. 120 kilometres west of Tri- 
poli and a nitrogen fertiliser pro-

They said that Libya, after ove- 
rproducing late last year, now agr- 
eed it was in nobot^s interest to 
cheat on quotas or pricing. 

They added it was likely that If 
OPEC decided later this year to 
raise the current overall pro- 
duction ceiling of 1 7.5 million bar- 
rels daily set in London in March, 
Libya would seek another

miUion barrels a day. 

Diplomatic sources, mea- 
nwhile. said the U.S. embargo on 
trade with Libya imposed in 1981 
appeared to have had only a mar- 
ginal effea. 

Libyan oil still reached the Uni- 
ted States in various forms, they 
said, while Tripoli had learned the 
value of not becoming too dep- 
endent on one supplier — in the 
U.S. case the provision of oil ind- 
ustry equipment.

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Nicaragua claims downing rebel 
plame near Costa Rican border 

MANAGUA (R) — Nicaraguan t^ps shot down a 
plane which opened fire on them in the fourth rebel 
air attack on the country in two days, the defence 
ministry said Friday night.

A communique said the plane 
went down near the southern bor- 
der with Costa Rica but the aut- 
horities had not >'ei reached the 
crash site. 

Two T-2S jets coming from 
Honduras fired air-to-ground 
missiles on the Nicaraguan port of 
Corinto earUer Saturday, piercing 
two tanks of toxic solvent and for- 
cing the evacuation of 5.n<X> peo- 
ple. the defence ministry said. 

The ministry later reported that 
three aircraft coming from Costa 
Rica tried to attack a military unit 
at Cibalsa. 12U kilometres south 
of Managua Friday night but were 
driven off by anti-aircraft fire. It 
said the planes turned back tow- 
ards Costa Rica. 

A light plane bombed a res- 
idential neighbourhood in the cap- 
ital of Managua on Thursday and 
another bombed the main air 
force base before being hit by gro- 
und fire and crashing into the con- 
trol tower. 

Honduran patrol boats also att- 
acked Nicaraguan fishing boats off 
Nicaragua's Atlantic coast on 
Wednesday, the ministry said. It 
gave no casualty figures or further 
details. 

The ministry said the plane 
which was shot down opened lire 
on army ground positions four kil- 
ometres from the Costa Rican 
border. It had no details yet of the 
plane or crew. 


C. American 
ministers draw 
up guidelines 


PANAMA CITY |R) — Foreign 
ministers of the five Central Ame- 
rican countries reached agr- 
eement Saturday on guidelines for 
reducing tension in their war-tom 
legion. Panamanian Foreign Min- 
ister Oyden Ortega announced. 

If the "Panama pact" is app- 
roved by the countries* gov- 
ernments. working parties could 
be sei up to begin implementing 
the proposals within two weeks. 
Mr. Ortega said. 

Details of the proposals were 
not revealed but Mr. Ortega listed 
the major goals as:. 

— An inventory of armaments 
in the region. 

— immediate and progressive 
'•leps towards disarmament. 

— Reduction of the number of 
foreign advisers in the region. 

— Establishment of permanent 
dialogue between .governments 
and internal opposition groups 
and 

— Measures to set “electoral 
processes" in motion. 

Mr. Onega was speaking as cha- 
irman of the Contadora group of 
countries — Colombia. Mexico. 
Panama and Venezuela — which 
have been trying since January to 
pereuade the Central American 
nations to agree on a framework' 
for peace in their region. 

Mr. Onega sires.«ed that leftist 
Nicaragua as well as the four 
"conservative" states — Costa 
Rica. Guatemala. Honduras and 
El Salvador — had accepted the 
need to cooperate in pursuitof las- 
ting peace and social justice in the 
reeion. 


Nicaraguan troops were put on 
maximum aJen after Thursdays 
bombings, the first air srrikes on 
Managua since the civil war in 
which the Sand mists won power in 
1979. 

Right-wing rebels based in 
Honduras to the nonh and Costa 
Rica to the south have been fig- 
hting since Jamiaiy to overthiow 
the government, but clashes had 
previously been confined to 
land-based invasion efforts. 

Costa Rican-based rebels, gro- 
ocratic Alliance (ARDE). cla- 
imed responsibility for the bom- 
bings. But the Nicaraguan gov- 
emmem protested to Washington, 
blaming its assistance to right- 
wing rebels. 

Unlike the Honduran-based 
rebels. ARDE. headed by former 
Sandinist Deputy Defence Min- 
ister Eden Pastora. denies rec- 
eiving U.S. aid. 

An ARDE communique rel- 
eased in Costa Rica said the target 
for one of the planes on Thursday 
was a communications centre in 
the La Fontana area of Managua, 
but Nicaraguan officials said the 
bombs dropped on a residential 
neighbourhood. 

Two men identified as ARDE 
rebels died when the other plane 
hit the control tower and burst 
into flames. Government officials 
said one Nicaraguan was also kil- 
led.

Dozens hurt in Santiago clashes 


SANTIAGO — Dozens of 
people were injured as police cla- 
shed with demonstrators in the 
poorest areas of the Chilean cap- 
ital Friday night after a huge pro- 
government march to celebrate 
President Augusto Pinochet's lU 
years in power, hospital sources 
said. 

Witnesses said police backed by 
armoured vehicles fired bursts 
from shotguns and machine guns 
to clear streets blocked by bon- 
fires and barricades. 

The disturbances were more 
serious than those at the end of 
Thursday’s fifth monthly day of 
protest against Gen. Pinochet’s 
rule, in which a totalof five people 
died in incidents throughout the 
country. 


Tens of thousands of people 
joined military units in the march, 
along Santiago's main avenue ear- 
lier but that too ended in violence 
as groups of pro-government 
youth clashed with crowds who 
whistled, jeered and chanted 
anti-government slogans. 

Helmeted riot police watched 
the rival groups hurl stones at each 
other before moving in with tear 
gas grenades to break up the opp- 
osition gatherings. 

Sources at one Santiago hos- 
pital said last night 70 people were 
treated for injuries. Two of them 
had bullet wounds. 

President Pinochet ack- 
nowledged the cheers of his sup- 
porters from the reviewing stand 
opposite the Moneda palace and 


told a television interviewer: *' It is 
moving to see how the Chilean 
people keeps faith in its gov- 
ernment." 

The march was part of gov- 
ernment celebrations of the loth 
anniversary of the Sept. 11. 1973. 
coup which ousted the elected 
Marxist government of the late 
President Salvador Allende. 

Even as it went on. police were 
battling demonstrators in the sha- 
nty town' of La Victoria., where 
one mao was killed on Thursday 
night. 

The local Roman Catholic pri- 
est there was detained for two 
hours together with a dozen local 
and foreign journalists when he 
showed them a bus fiom which he 
said police shot the man.

SAN SALVADOR (.R) — The 
resident correspondent of the U.S. 
Associated Press news agency left 
£1 Salvador Friday after the Ame- 
rican embassy advised him that his 
safety could not be assured.

U.S. citizen, was summoned on 
Tuesday to the headquarters of 
Ihe treasury police, one of El Sal- 
vador' s three security org- 
anisations. over a report quoting 
the radio station of a left-wing 
guerrilla group. 

The S^vadorean press corps 
association said police intelligence 
Maj. Jose Ricardo Pozo acc- 
used Mr. Alien of fabricating the 
report and demanded that he res- 
cind it.

ial, quoting Maj. Pozo by name, 
the treasury police felt that he had.

‘Spend less 
on weapons’ 

BONN (R) — World Bank Pre- 
sident Tom Clausen called in an 
interview published Saturday for 
less military spending and more 
development aid as a means of 
promoting world peace and pro- 
sperity. 

Mr. Clausen, interviewed by the 
Bonn General-Anzeiger. said 
world spending on arms and def- 
ence was around $600 billion a 
year compared with S2S billion on 
development aid. 

"I am among those who believe 
that a more reasonable balance 
between these two ^ures would 
lead to more security and pro- 
sperity.” he said. 

Mr. Clausen said the economic 
situation for the poorest dev- 
eloping countries had worsened 
considerably during the present 
recession. Development aid was 
harder than ever to come by while 
prices of raw materials, their main 
export, were low. 

World Bank estimates showed 
that it would take until at least 
1995 for the average individual 
income in Africa to reach the level 
it held in 1979, he added. 

"On the other hand the tem- 
perature of the so-called debt cri- 
sis has dropped," he added. "The 
catastrophe which many feared 
has not happened. That is a good 
sign." 

The recession had shown that 
the world was in a much better 
position to deal with the liquidity 
problems of individual countries 
than it was during the 1930s. Mr. 
Clausen said.
